This is a condition in which 
the body is not able to use the min- 
erals, calcium and phosphorus, so that 
bones and teeth grow normally. 
Rickets shows sol in poor teeth, 
dental cari Ss, bowe 
less obvious afflictions. Lack of vita- 
min D will cause rickets as will a 
lack in the right amount and propor- 
tion of calcium and phosphorus, and 
a lack of sunshine. The main sourc- 
es of vitamin D are egg yolk, whole 
milk (also the best source of calcium), 
butter fat and some green vegetables. 


It can readily be seen that to in- 
sure a healthy mouth vitamins C and 
D, and calcium and phosphorus, must 
be furnished and these can be had 
if care is taken in selecting food with 
this idea in mind. 

A doctor who has made a special 
study of diseased mouths makes cer- 
(tain recommendations not only as a 
cure but as a prevention. He claims 
that improvement in a bad gum con- 
dition can be noticed within two 
weeks, This diet contains an abund- 
ance of vitamins C and D and the 


inecessary minerals. The basis of the 


diet is orange juice, one to two cups 
daily, to which the juice of one lemon 
has been added; milk, one to two 
cups; lettuce, one-fourth to one-half 
head; eggs, one or two; whole cereals, 
and vegetables, fresh whenever pos- 
sible. 

The menu given here for one day 
is adequate according to these stand- 
ards. It should be right not only for 
maintaining a healthy condition in the 
mouth but all through the intestinal 
tract. 

Breakfast—One glass orange juice 
(with juice from % lemon), one cup 
Corn Flakes (with 1-3 cup cream), one

McDONALD, ELECTED 
LIBERAL LEADER 
AT CONVENTION 


J. W. McDonald, K:C., mayor of 
Macleod, vice-president of the provin- 
cial Liberal Association, was elected 
leader of the Liberal party in the pro- 
vince at one of the largest conven- 
tions held in the history of the pro- 
vince in jCalgary on Thursday. He 
defeated W. R. Howson, prominent 
Edmonton barrister, by a vote of 158 
to 117 on the third ballot to determine 


‘the leader of the party to succeed 


Captain J. T. Shaw, K.C., who recent- 
ly resigned. 
The decision was 


in doubt until 


jafter the second ballot had been tak- 


en, eliminating H. J. Montgomery of 
Wetaskiwin, while the third ballot re- 
sulted in a clear majority for, Mr. 
McDonald over his other opponents, 
Mr. Howson and Captain J. C. Bowen 
of Edmonton. Both of these candi- 
dates commanded strong followings 
in the convention. 

Following the declaration by the 
chairman of Mr. McDonald’s election, 
Mr. Howson was the first to extend 
his congratulations to the winner and 
his wishes’ for the continued success 
of the Liberal party. 

Mr. McDonald, in accepting the 
leadership of the party, predicted 
that the Liberal party would regain 


jpower in the province in the second 


if not in the first pending election. 
He expressed his thanks for the 
splendid support accorded him by the 
party represented at the convention, 
and declared his intention of organ- 
izing a strong body of Liberals 
throughout the province’ to contest 
the election which is expected this 
coming summer. 


The following officers of the pro- 
vincial association were returned to 
Office by acclamation: Hon. President, 
Hon. W. L. Mackenzie King, premier 
of Canada; honorary first vice-presi- 
dent, Captain J. T. Shaw; honorary 
second vice-president, Hon. Charles 
Stewart; president, Walter S. Camp- 
bell, Edmonton; first vice-president, 
W. R. Howson, Edmonton; second 
vice-president, Mr. J. J. Gaetz, Red 
Deer; third vice-president, R. M. Ed- 
manson, Calgary; secretary-treasurer, 
H. Milton Martin, Edmonton; §assist- 
ant secretary, D. L. Cooke, Taber. 

A strong attack on the educational 
policy of the present government was 
launched during the evening by Cap- 
tain J. T. Shaw. The public debt of 
the province had increased from $71,- 
000,000 in 1921 ‘to $107,000,000 at the 


present ti e said, in emphasizing 
‘ a of the, imortgage , on 
Alberta’s Bit se.” Interest charges 


on ‘the provincial debt now amount 
to $6,000,000 annually, eeclareé the 
speaker, ‘ 

Mr. Shaw “analyzed the proposals 
of the present government to revise 
the present ‘educational system, stat- 
ing that the “Baker Bill” would re- 
sult in rural school trustees occupy- 
ing the position of mere “janitors” in 
their respective districts. 

“Let us stand on the ground l- 
ready consolidated,” stated Captain 
Shaw, “rather than adopt any un- 
tried proposals for both educational 
and other municipal reforms.” 

G. H. Webster, M.L.A., referred at 
length to’ a resolution passed during 
the afternoon urging a reduction of 
taxation and a more careful business 
administration in the interests of 
public affairs in the province. He 
also urged a reduction in automobile 
license fees and complete abolition 
or a substantial decrease in the sup- 
plementary revenue tax. He pointed 
out that the public debt of the prov- 
ince and the rate of taxation under 
the Brownlee government were in- 
creasing simultaneously. 

Public ownership of Alberta’s pow- 
er resources was definitely tagged to 
the Liberal platform in a resolution 
passed at the convention. After a 
fight in which several speakers took 
part, the resolution was carried, due 
in large part to the eloquent address 
of L. A. Giroux, M.L.A. for Grouard, 
after J. T. Shaw, M.L.A. and retiring 
leader, had made a stirring appeal 
for endorsement of this plank in the 
party’s platform. 

Sound business methods were fa- 
vored in another plank in the party’s 
platform, which was moved by G. H. 
Webster, M.L.A. This called for no 
more increases in the public debt ex- 
cepting for such necessary public 
works and undertakings as are re- 
quired to -kKeep pace with develop- 
ment.

supply. This course was followed, 
and Mr. Gardiner who now has the 
floor, will move an amendment which 
will ask for the abbrogation of the 
Australian Treaty, but so far as the 
voting on the sub-amendment was 
concerned, the Co-Operative Groups 
refrained from voting at all, for to

The other unusual incident was 
brought about in connection wtih Mr.

This Bill came up for its sec- 
ond reading on Tuesday evening, the 
11th instant. When the vote was 
taken it was found to he a tie, and 
the Speaker gave his casting ‘vote 
against the Bill. Subsequently, how- 
ever ,an error was discovered and it 
was shown that the Bill was lost by 
one vote without the Speaker’s cast- 
ing vote. As may be imagined, this 
was a very unsatisfactory result in 
connection with a Bill as contentious 
and over which religious feelings 
have risen to such a pitch as is the 
case in connection wtih the Ontario 
Divorce Act.

The Wetaskiwin Hospital District 
has ‘been established by the Minister 
of Health and a Provisional Board 
has been appointed. ‘It is expected 
that the Provisional ‘Board will have 
their first meeting within a few days 
when a scheme will be outlined for 
their consideration by officials of te 
Department of Health. 


The Provisional Board will set the 
rates chargeable to patients, also the 
annual fee charged as the minimum 
in towns, villages and hamlets and 
chargeable to hospital supporters. 

They will also decide upon the 
amount of the debenture issue to pro- 
vide for the building of a 1.ew hos- 
pital. These debentures will be re- 
payable over a term of twenty years 
and will be issued upon the security 
of all property within the hospital 
district. 

The area as outlined is sufficiently 
large to provide a first-class hospital 
at the minimum expense to the tax- 
payers.

Just try them with 
it. If the government feels diffident 
;on moral grounds about retaining 
‘this money in the treasury, let them 
try it on some of the fellows who will 
be put out of work through this legis 
lation. 

I want to say a word or two about 
another way, which, I think, would 
have been a better way of meeting the 
situation than is found by the meas- 
ure before us. The government should 
‘have taken over the distillery and 
brewery business of Canada. If they 
had done so they would not require 
'to stop any clearances because they 
i would have full control, not only of 
ithe manufacturing of the commodity, 
but of the export trade. To have done 
so would have been in keeping with 
the expressed opinion of the Canadian 
people, for in every province except 
one the people have voted for govern- 
ment control of the sale of liquor. 
That evidently is the opinion of the 
Canadian people at the present time. 
But surely if this business is to go 
on, it ought to be properly controlled, 
and if it is to go on, the business it-

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LATTER DAY SAINTS 
CHURCH CENTURY OLD 


On April 6, 1930, the Reorganized 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints, whose world headquarters is 
at Independence, Missouri, will cele- 
brate the one hundredth anniversary 
of the founding of the church. This 
date hag historic and significant im- 
portance to all Latter Dey Saints, due 
to the fact that it was on this day 
that Joseph Smith organized the 
church at Fayette, New York, in 1830. 

As early as 1830 the missionaries of 
the church came to Missouri for the 
purpose of establishing a “Zion,” 
where equality of opportunity might 
prevail and be established in place 
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of greed and selfishness. Independ- 
ence in Jackson County, Missouri, has 
always been the centre place or mec- 
ca which has continuously drawn the 
interest of all Latter Day Saints.. 

The first epoch of the church closed 
with the martyrdom of its leader, 
Joseph Smith, at Carthage in 1844, 
after which the, church suffered from 
disintegration. 

In 1860 those who remained faithful 
to the tenets of the church founded 
by Joseph Smith were brought togeth- 
er and a reorganization was effected 
under the leadership of his son, 
whose name also was Joseph Smith. 
The reorganization immediately began 
a period of reconstruction and rehab- 
jlitation, Missionary work was organ- 
ized, and in the seventy years since 
its reorganization the cnaurch has forc- 
ed its work into many parts of the 
world, with the result that the Reor- 
ganized Church is now represented 
outside of America in fourteen foreign 
countries. 

Over 10,000 delegates and visitors 
are expected to attend a conference 
on April 18th and 19th, which will

CROP LOSS IN 
SASKATCHEWAN 


MAY BE HEAVY| 


Lethbridge, Alta, April 1—dAc- 
cording to the reports issued by the 
Dominion Entomological Laboratory 
at Saskatoon, Saskatchewan farmers 
this season may expect heavy crop 
damage from cutworms, grasshoppers 
and wheat-stem saw fly. 

In the southwestern section of the 
province, the cutworms are expected 
to be unusually active, while grass- 
hoppers will be numerous. 

Questioned regarding the reports 
and the outlook for Alberta, H. L. 
Seamans, Dominion entomologist here, 
stated that Saskatchewan had a much 
drier year last season than did south- 
ern Alberta. This was noticeable on 
the west side of the Milk River ridge 
and the outbreak reported from Sas- 
katoon dealt with that territory lying 
east of the ridge. 

Southern Alberta farmers have 
nothing to fear this season, said Mr. 
Seamans. The wheat-stem  sawfly 
does not appear in the south at all, 
and the grasshoppers will just be nor- 
mal. The cutworm pest is not expect- 
ed to break out, although a few patch- 
es here and there over the district 
are always encountered during the 
season. The.northern section of the 
province seems to be the cutworm’s 
breeding ‘ground. : 

“Unless we have a dry fall like last 
year, I don’t look for any appreciable 
increase in the grasshoppers,” said 
Mr. Seamans. “Parasites and wea- 
ther conditions are factors in curbing 
their increase, and unless we have a 
wholesale. migration from another part 
of the country no heavy damage is 
looked for this year.” 7

Speaking on Canada’s stake in 
the Pacific before the. Montreal 
Canadian Club recently, Hon. New- 
ton W. Rowell, vice-chairman of 
the Canadian Institute of Interna- 
tional Affairs, took occasion to 
compliment Canadian Pacific 
Steamships on their work on that 
ocean. He said: “There are many 
lines of steamers plying from 
North America to the Orient and 
one of the best is still the Cana- 
dian Pacific Steamships; there is 
no other freight and passenger 
service on the Pacific that to-day 
is equal to that of the Canadian 
. Pacific Company. We owe a great 
deal to that institution in develop- 
ing trade.” 


Visiting sportsmen coming to 
New Brunswick for hunting and 
fishing have almost doubled in the 
past five years, according to fig- 
ures given out by Hon. G. H. 
Prince, Deputy Minister of Lands 
and Mines of the province. 


Additional air mail service was 
inaugurated between Winnipeg, 
Calgary and Edmonton early in 
March by the Canadian Post Office 
Department, leaving only the Rocky 
Mountains and the Pacific Coast 
and from western Ontario to Win- 
nipeg unserved by air mail. It is 
expected that at least a portion of 
this territory will be linked during 
the coming summer.
